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Museum 
staff in 
jobs cut 
meeting 

AROUND 200 members of 
staff have met over propos¬ 
als to cut up to 70 jobs at the 
Black Country Living 
Museum. 

They held the behind- 
closed-doors meeting at the 
museum, in Tipton Road, 
Dudley, yesterday to discuss 
their response. 

A series of alternatives 
were drawn up to present to 
chief executive Andrew 
Lovett today in a bid to 
avoid job losses. 

They hope the recommen¬ 
dations will be considered as 
part of the ongoing consulta¬ 
tion process. 

Workers were left stunned 
when Mr Lovett announced 
the possible shedding of jobs 
last week after visitors 
dropped by around 15 per 
cent due to bad weather. 

There are also plans to 
close the museum, which 
employs 239 people, twice a 
week over the winter to save 
£250,000 every year. 

Mr Lovett said the 
announcement had been 
prompted after the museum 
suffered a poor summer due 
to the bad weather with vis¬ 
itor numbers down by up to 
15 per cent. 

The museum, which 
receives 67,000 pupils and 
students on educational vis¬ 
its every year, was recently 
stripped of a £70,000 grant 
from Dudley Council. 

Among the 70 jobs, 40 
staff working as costumed 
guides will be affected. 

Thugs ruin 
230 shelters 

THUGS smashed more than 
200 bus shelters in Dudley 
over the past year. 

New figures reveal 230 
shelters were targeted in 
Dudley, at a cost of £13,800. 
Some 928 of the 5,004 shel¬ 
ters in Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Walsall and Dud¬ 
ley have been damaged by 
vandals. 

It has cost the taxpayer 
nearly £60,000 to repair or 
replace them. It happened 
between the end of March 
2011 and the beginning of 
April this year. 

Councillor Judy Foster 
said the vandalism was 
“appalling”. 


WATCHDOG JOINS

weight behind a campaign to save it.

Dudley Council wants to demolish the former theatre-turned bingo hall in Castle H ill 
and replace it with a 120-space car park. But English Heritage has slammed the plans, 
which it says would “neither preserve nor enhance the character or appearance” of Dud¬ 
ley town centre. Campaigners have drawn 
up a business plan for the future of the 
site, which is currently being read by coun¬ 
cil chiefs. 

Inspector of ancient monuments Ian 
George called on the authority to justify 
knocking the building down. 

Mr George said the building is an 
“important landmark” for visitors journey¬ 
ing into and out of the town. 

He added: “In our view the use of the 
site as a car park would not deliver such 
benefits particularly bearing in mind the 
availability of other sites in the near vicin¬ 
ity. 

Marketing 

“If the council were seeking to justify the 
demolition of the building it would, in our 
view, be necessary to demonstrate that 
appropriate marketing had been carried 
out and that no viable use for the building 
had been found.” 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome are hop¬ 
ing to stop the demolition after submitting 
a proposal of their own for the building, 
which has been lying empty for three 
years, since being vacated by Gala Bingo. 

The campaigners have already handed in 
a business plan to councillors for running 
the building as a theatre and will deliver a 
detailed financial report by the end of 
October. 

Friends chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick said 
the backing of English Heritage was “very 
positive” for the campaign. 

“It think this news recognises this is a 
significant building for Dudley,” he said. 

Council regeneration chief Councillor 
Shaukat Ali has said the demolition appli¬ 
cation will not impact on discussions with 
the campaigners over the building’s future. 

The council has said it would prefer a 
new “leisure building” to take its place and 
last week revealed artist’s impressions. 

The Hippodrome opened in 1938 with 
Judy Garland, Ken Dodd and Laurel and 
Hardy among those to grace the stage. 


dies as 
tumble dryer 
sparks blaze 

A FAMILY pet has died after a tumble dryer 
caught fire causing a severe house blaze in 
the Black Country. 

Father-of-two Steve Howes left the dryer 
going with a load of washing to go to watch 
Wolves play Leicester City on Sunday. 

But he described the shock after receiving 
a call at half-time from the emergency serv¬ 
ices telling him about the blaze at his home 
in Meadow Road, Blackheath, near Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Mr Howes said he dashed home to find 
fire crews had put out the fire which came 
from a tumble dryer underneath the stairs. 

But the 28-year-old said the family’s dog, 
a six-week-old chihuahua called Leah, had 
become overcome by smoke and died. 
Flames had licked across the ceiling, scorch¬ 
ing paintwork and burning wallpaper. 

Windows were smashed as fire crews 
from Cradley Heath and Oldbury tackled 
the blaze which started at around 1pm. 

Neighbours raised the alarm after 
smelling smoke coming from the council- 
owned semi-detached house. 

Mr Howes’ girlfriend Charlie Thomas, 26, 
and the two children had not been at home 
at the time of the accident. 

He said: “It was just a shock to get the 
call. I’m just glad no-one was inside at the 
time. I just left the dryer going, there was 
only about 30 minutes to go.” 

The family paid tribute to neighbours 
who had raised the alarm and offer help and 
support following the fire.

A CHURCH steeped in history on 
the edge of the Black Country has 
closed 

The closure has brought sadness 
for parishioners and a pensioner 
whose family originally sold it to 
become a church for the equivalent 
of 25p. 

The church of St Oswald and St 
Wulstan at Clent, near Stour¬ 
bridge, has become victim of a 
“good housekeeping” drive by the 


Birmingham Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese. But, as parishioners 
prepare to open for the last time 
for a mass of thanksgiving and 
commemoration, they have not lost 
all hope that their campaign to 
save it might change the minds of 
church leaders. 

Pat Woodward, whose father-in- 
law sold the Tudor, Grade II listed 
building - originally a malt house 
supplying the brewing industry - 


to the Roman Catholic Church for 
five shillings in 1926, said: “It’s a 
part of village life and I’m terribly 
sad it has closed.” Patsy Mullins, 
aged 81, who lives near the church 
in Holy Cross Green, Clent, and 
has been a regular worshipper 
there for more than 50 years, said: 
“It’s so very sad. It was full every 
Sunday. ” 

Mrs Woodward, who also lives in 
Holy Cross Green, said: “We were 


only told five weeks before the 
church closed on August 25 that it 
was shutting because there was no 
priest available.” 

Birmingham Archdiocese press 
secretary Peter Jennings said: “It’s 
much broader than just not having 
a priest available. 

“The closure of Clent Church is 
part of an overall plan to look at 
the whole resources of the diocese 
as a piece of good housekeeping. ”

A HORSE suffering from 
severe head injuries was 
abandoned in a field and 
later died. 

The female piebald cob 
collapsed within hours of 
being found and vets were 
unable to save her, RSPCA 
officials said. 

She was found in a field in 
Ismere, between Kiddermin¬ 
ster and Stourbridge, stag¬ 
gering and soaking wet with 
a bleeding gash to the head. 

The RSPCA was alerted by 
a caller who told them the 
horse was unable to support 
herself and was leaning 
against a stable door. 

When an inspector con¬ 
tacted the caller, the cob had 
collapsed. A vet was called to 
administer emergency treat¬ 
ment. It was found the horse, 
believed to be around two- 
years-old, had severe neuro¬ 
logical damage which could 
not be treated. 

An investigation has now 
been launched to find the 
owners. RSPCA officials said 
they believed it was most 
likely the animal had been 
dumped in the field. 

Inspector Rachel 

Hayward said: “I am com¬ 
pletely shocked someone 
would be so callous and cow¬ 
ardly to dump a sick horse to 
die in a field. It was clear the 
horse required urgent veteri¬ 
nary attention.” 

Award for 
pharmacist 

A PHARMACIST in Dudley 
has won a top award for her 
work with neurology 
patients. 

Dr Janine Barnes, a neu¬ 
rology specialist pharmacist, 
is the Royal Pharmaceutical 
Society’s Clinical Pharma¬ 
cist of the Year. 

The award was given for 
her work setting up a clinic 
for neurology patients, in 
particular those with 
Parkinson’s disease, in 
Dudley. 

The clinic means patients 
are now reviewed more reg¬ 
ularly and closer to home, 
without the need for a 
regular hospital appoint¬ 
ment.

Builder seeks to allay residents' concerns 


A HOUSEBUILDER behind a controversial 
175 home development in a village has hit 
back over concerns from residents. 

Cala Homes says there have been “mis¬ 
conceptions” about its scheme for the new 
homes to be built in Hagley, near Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Regional managing director Darren 
Humphreys said the region was facing a 
major housing shortage which council offi¬ 
cials wanted to address. 

He said the firm would spend around 
£1.7million to pay for improvements to roads 
and boost education in the village to cope 
with the influx of new residents. 


Mr Humphreys said: “We believe that this 
development provides significant benefits 
for Hagley and it is essential that schemes 
such as this go ahead in order to meet the 
future housing needs of local people.” 

He added: “We have listened to those con¬ 
cerns and are keen to put their minds at rest. 
We are facing a major housing shortage.” 

The site is part of the 350-acre Hagley Hall 
estate and is bordered by the A456 Kidder¬ 
minster Road and the A491 Stourbridge 
Road. 

Cala Homes say Bromsgrove District 
Council’s own assessment identified the 
need for between 6,800 and 7,000 new 


houses over the next 18 years. Residents, 
who held a meeting last week to air their 
views on the plans, say nearby routes includ¬ 
ing Kidderminster Road were already 
choked by traffic, without new commuters 
coming to live in the area. 

But Mr Humphreys said Cala will spend 
£lm on improvement works, adding: “The 
new development will increase traffic at 
peak times by less than one per cent. 

“This work will improve the traffic flow so 
that peak period queues are reduced. 
Without the development, this improvement 
work will not go ahead. 

“There simply aren’t the funds available.” 


Mr Humphreys continued: “This is a 
phased development over four to five years, 
so the increase in new residents will begrad- 
ual. As such, we do not expect the impact on 
the admissions for each school year to be sig¬ 
nificant. 

Both Hagley Primary School and Hay- 
bridge High School currently take pupils out 
of the catchment area.” 

Around 40 per cent of the properties will 
be affordable homes. The site will also 
provide 263jobs during construction and the 
potential to provide at least 50 jobs in new 
offices being built.

Zoo enjoys best summer for 20 years 


DUDLEY Zoo has enjoyed its best 
summer visitor figures in 20 years, 
buoyed by the opening of £150,000 
worth of attractions. 

The reopening of the chairlift and 
the launch of the new Penguin Bay 
boosted the number of visitors. 

Visitor numbers rose 41 per cent 
during the six-week school holidays 
from 58,000 in 2011 to 82,000 this 
year, latest figures revealed. Zoo chief 


executive Peter Suddock said every¬ 
one was “over the moon” with the 
visitor numbers despite the dreary 
weather this summer. 

The 40-acre site, which is also 
home to the ruins of 11th century 
Dudley Castle, celebrates its 75th 
anniversary this year. 

Mr Suddock said: “We have to go 
back more than two decades to match 
those figures and given the current 


economic climate we really didn’t 
expect to see such an increase, but we 
are truly thrilled. 

“It’s our 75th anniversary and this 
is yet another success to celebrate.” 
Visitors flooded into the Castle Hill 
attraction last month when the 
chairlift opened to the public for the 
first time in 12 years following a 
£117,000 revamp. Dudley Zoo also 
has the world’s largest single collec¬ 


tion of Modernist Tecton structures. 

The £40,000 Penguin Bay attrac¬ 
tion opened earlier this year, allow¬ 
ing visitors to get close to 70-plus 
rare Humboldt penguins. 

Zookeepers also welcomed two 
highly endangered young female 
tigers which have proved a hit. 

Mr Suddock added: “I’d like to say 
thank you to everyone who has sup¬ 
ported us throughout the summer.” 


Council agrees to cash 
for congestion scheme 


DUDLEY Council has agreed to contribute 
£175,000 to fund improvements aimed at 
easing traffic congestion along busy roads in 
in the borough. 

Works, totalling £1.3 million, will be carried out along the 
Birmingham New Road, in Dudley, and the A459 which 
leads from the town centre through Sedgley and on to 
Wolverhampton. Dudley 
Council has agreed to make 
the contribution through its 
local transport plan funding, 
subject to detailed confirma¬ 
tion of the project. 

The remainder of the cash 
will come from a Depart¬ 
ment of Transport grant of 
£1,151,000 and the scheme 
is part of a wider £33 million 
grant award to transport 
authority Centro. 

Measures have yet to be 
fully developed and con¬ 
sulted on but are expected to 
include an updating of 
transport links along with 
pedestrian and cycle routes. 

Motorists could be pre¬ 
vented from parking along 
sections of the road to 
improve traffic flow. 

Illegal 

Centro officials say the 
A459 also suffers congestion 
at busy times with the situa¬ 
tion made worse by illegal 
parking. 

Part of the scheme would 
include helping people to 
plan their journeys more 
efficiently and encourage 
more walking and cycling to 
ease congestion along the 
busy roads. 

Other works include out¬ 
dated bus shelters, 
installing electronic bus 
timetables and improving 
access to Coseley bus and 
rail station. 

It is also proposed to 
improve pedestrian cross¬ 
ings at traffic lights at the 
Kent Street and Jews Lane 
junction. 

Dudley Council said they 
had no objection to the 
scheme being added to the 
capital programme. 

Members agreed its inclu¬ 
sion. 


Gripes to 
authority 
show fall 

RESIDENTS made 84 com¬ 
plaints to Dudley Council 
within a year, a new report 
by the Local Government 
Ombudsman reveals. 

The report shows there 
was a slight drop in the 
number of enquiries and 
complaints from 88 in the 
previous year to 84 in 
2011/12. 

It comes after the 
ombudsman found the 
authority guilty of malad¬ 
ministration after it was 
judged by the watchdog to 
have taken too long to deal 
with complaints over the 
Caparo foundry in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

They agreed in June to 
pay out compensation to 27 
families living in homes by 
the former plant. 

At the authority’s 
scrutiny committee meeting 
recently, Sue Holmyard, 
assistant director of plan¬ 
ning and environmental 
health, said lessons had been 
learned. 

The report has found that 
the council also dealt with 
requests and complaints 
within an average 23.3 days, 
within a 28-day target. 

Of the 84 enquiries and 
complaints, 24 per cent 
related to housing; 20 per 
cent to planning and 17 per 
cent to children’s services.

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Too early to 
make call 
over block 

TRANSPORT bosses at 
Dudley Council say it is still 
too early to tell if a road 
block trial is stopping a 
motorists’ rat-run through 
an estate.

“The order has been in 
place for less than three 
months, and it would be pre¬ 
mature to look at its effec¬ 
tiveness at this stage. 

“We will continue to work 
with the community on a 
suitable way of solving the 
issues.”

Negligence costs region's hospitals £30m 


NEGLIGENCE claims at the region’s hospi¬ 
tal trusts have cost more than £30 million in 
12 months including almost £7m in Dudley, 
according to new figures. 

Payouts covered damages and legal costs, 
according to the statistics released by the 
NHS Litigation Authority. 

Hospital bosses said they take all claims 
seriously and regularly review procedures to 
see what lessons can be learned. 

The highest bill was at Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust, which runs Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital. The total paid out in 2011-12 was 
£10.6m. Just under £9m of the total amount 
was for damages and £ 1.15m was paid for 


patients’ legal fees. At Dudley Group of Hos¬ 
pitals there was a £6.9m bill for the period, 
while at Sandwell & West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust the cost of claims was 
£5.3m and at Royal Wolverhampton Trust it 
was £3.7m. 

At Worcestershire Acute Hospitals Trust, 
which runs Kidderminster Hospital, the 
cost of claims was £3.49m and at Mid 
Staffordshire NHS Trust the bill was 
£3.45m. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of Dudley 
Group of Hospitals, said: “We take all claims 
received against the trust very seriously. 

“The amount of compensation paid out on 


behalf of the trust in 2011-12 included set¬ 
tlement of some claims raised in previous 
years as far back as 1996.’’Stuart French, 
spokesman for Sandwell & West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Trust, said: “We proactively 
review any untoward incidents, and try to 
reach understanding and agreement with 
aggrieved parties without the need for court 
action. Learning lessons from when things 
go wrong is fundamental in allowing us to 
continue to deliver safe services.” 

Penny Venables, chief executive of 
Worcestershire Acute Hospitals Trust, said: 
“The fact that whilst we treat more than 
2,000 people every day but receive less than 


two complaints a day - and considerably 
more compliments - is a testimony to how 
seriously (and how well) our staff take 
patient care, safety and experience.” 

She added: “Where this standard of care 
does not meet expectations, the trust inves¬ 
tigates and, where necessary, implements 
new policies and procedures to ensure that 
any errors are not repeated.” 

The amounts are final compensation pay¬ 
ments which result from incidents over a 
number of years. 

They include legal fees for defence and the 
cost of solicitors’ fees for the claiming 
patient or families.

Health chiefs say alcohol can cause 
birth defects, behavioural problems, 
learning difficulties and growth deficien¬ 
cies. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet 
member responsible for community 
safety, said: “All parents want the best for 
their children, and when they are expect¬ 
ing the arrival of a new born, their prime 
concern is that the baby is healthy. 

“Yet for the sake of a drink, all the 
hopes we might have for our children 
could be undermined by the effects of an 
FASD. 

“It’s so important that pregnant 
women are aware of the dangers associ¬ 
ated with even having one drink during 
their pregnancy.” 

“In Dudley pregnant women are 
advised not to drink any alcohol to ensure 
the safety of their unborn child,” added 
councillor Foster.

Scared traders call for 
cameras to stem crime 


FRIGHTENED traders in Coseley 
are calling for CCTV cameras to 
be installed in their area after two 
armed robberies and a burglary in 
the past two weeks. 

A pub landlord said Roseville was becom¬ 
ing like the wild west and nearby shopkeep¬ 
ers say security needs to be stepped up to 
prevent any more incidents. 

Two masked men armed with hammers 
and axes threatened staff at the Spar, Castle 
Street, Roseville village, at about 8.40pm on 
September 11. 

They stole the till and cigarettes. 

On September 5 hammer-wielding 
robbers struck at the Coseley Post Office, 
opposite the Spar, stealing a cash box. And 
raiders snatched the safe at Greggs bakery, 
a few shops away, between August 31 and 
September 1. 

Del Bunce, aged 46, who owns Equal Part¬ 
ners hairdressers, said he found his shop’s 
locks had been filled in with a gooey sub¬ 
stance when he arrived for work on Septem¬ 
ber 4. “It’s frightening,” said Mr Bunce. 

“We’ve asked for CCTV in the street and 
more patrols but it’s fallen on deaf ears - the 
police say we don’t have enough trouble 
here..” 

“It’s like the Gunfight at the OK Corral 
here at the moment,” said John Allen, aged 
67, leaseholder of The Royal pub in 
Roseville. Police spokesman Lee Page said: 
“The local neighbourhood policing team will 
be working with local traders to address any 
concerns.”

Crash tragedy son was

THE family of a Dudley man who 
was killed in a car crash in Tipton 
have paid tribute to their funny, 
hardworking and smiling son and 
grandson.

“Attending the local gym and the cinema 
were amongst a few of his favourite past 
times with his friends who described him as

enjoyed a day out on Sunday to the Clent 
Hills as it was a nice day All the people at 
The Buffery will miss him, he will never be 
forgotten, he has left a big empty space in a 
lot of people’s lives.” 

Mr Rahman who was a former pupil of 
Castle High School, Dudley, was one of six 
teenagers believed to have been in a car 
which struck a lamp post.

£200,000 expansion of 
brewery is hit by delay 


Sunflower in pipe-line 



Mary Williams has a sunflower 

WHEN Mary Williams first noticed 
a green shoot coming out on her 
drainpipe in the spring - she never 
dreamed it would turn out to be a 
sunflower. The bloom, which is 
growing at the side of her house, is 
now 4ft tall. Grandmother-of-two 
Mrs Williams said she was very sur¬ 
prised as she has never even grown 
sunflowers in the garden of her 


growing on the side of her home 

home in Mount Pleasant, Kingswin- 
ford. The 69-year-old believes 
pigeons from some nearby woods 
may have dropped a sunflower seed 
into the pipe earlier in the year. 

Mrs Williams said, the flower has 
amused her neighbours who 
thought it was growing in the 
garden at first before noticing it was 
coming out of the drainpipe. 


A £200,000 expansion of a 
brewery has been delayed until 
next month and production will 
not begin until early in 2013, 
bosses have said. 

Holden’s Brewery was given the go-ahead 
to build a three-storey extension at its prem¬ 
ises in George Street, Woodsetton, in July. It 
will allow production to be stepped up from 
50,000 to 75,000 pints per week and will 
include a 70,000 pint storage tank and two 
fermenting vessels. 

Bosses had planned to start work soon 
after being granted permission with the 
expanded site up-and-running by next 
month or November. 

But they have announced building work 
would not begin until October 1 with the 
scheme scheduled for completion in late 
December. Production at the expansion will 
then begin early in the New Year. The exist¬ 
ing site will remain open while the building 
work takes place. 

Bosses said the delay had stemmed from 
the scheme being changed from a two-storey 
to a three-storey development. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden said: 
“Although the council gave us permission 
for the three-storey extension we have had 
to complete other regulatory work to accom¬ 
modate the change. 

“This has caused a slight delay but every¬ 
thing is now on target and work on the 
extension will begin at the start of October. 
Production will begin very early next year 
and we are looking forward to getting 
started.”

£l.3m plan to improve 
major routes unveiled 


A £1.3 MILLION plan to improve 
two major traffic routes has been 
unveiled by transport bosses. 

Roads involved are the A4123 Birming¬ 
ham New Road and the A459 from Dudley 
town centre up through Sedgley and on to 
Wolverhampton. 

Public transport links will be updated 
together with pedestrian and cycling routes, 
thanks to a cash injection from the Govern¬ 
ment. The investment is part of a wider 
£33m grant awarded to West Midlands 
transport authority Centro to carry out 
improvements across the region. 

Bosses at Centro said they have targeted 
the busy A4123 and A459 routes for an over¬ 
haul to ease congestion. 

Red routes, which stop motorists parking 
up and blocking main roads, have already 
been installed along the A4123. 

A £12.3 million scheme to transform the 
notoriously gridlocked Burnt Tree Island 
into a crossroads was also part of the project. 

Centro says the A459 route faces pressure 
from a significant number of bus journeys 
which can affect service reliability. 

It is proposed to improve pedestrian areas 
within the existing traffic signals at the 
Kent Street and Jews Lane junction. 

Dudley Council also wants to target its 
share of the cash improving its section of the 
404 bus service linking Walsall, Blackheath, 
West Bromwich and Brier ley Hill. 

They say the route suffers from conges¬ 
tion at peak times, often worsened by illegal 
parking and short distance car trips. 


Plans for homes sent in 

PLANS have been submitted to demolish a 
line of workshops in Dudley and build four 
homes on the site. 

Whiston has applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to flatten the units in Mons Hill, Wood- 
setton. The buildings would be replaced 
with four detached homes. 

Dudley Council is expected to make a deci¬ 
sion by the end of the month.

WORSHIPPERS have been admiring the completion of a £12,000 scheme 
to improve the entrance of their Black Country church and restore brass 
items inside the building. 

It is the first phase of renovation work at Christ Church, Quarry Bank 
High Street, and members are already setting their sights on the next part 
of the project. 

Improvements have focused on the west door, the main entrance porch 
to the building, where an interior wall has been replastered and redeco¬ 
rated. Officials are “delighted” with the results, which have taken more 
than four months to complete. 

Under this phase of the scheme the church’s altar cross, two candlesticks 
and the eagle lectern have been taken away and cleaned by specialists in 
Southport. The next phase is due to begin in October and will see insulation 
installed. The third phase will see interior doors replaced by glass designs. 
Worshippers have raised the money needed for the works. 

Joint church warden and treasurer Brian Genner said: “The work at the 
west door has proved very popular with members and has had a very pleas¬ 
ing affect on the building.”

A MASTERPLAN of improve¬ 
ments to create more homes and 
bring new business into Stour¬ 
bridge will be submitted to the 
government early next year. 

It aims to improve pedestrian access to 
the town centre; to create green open space 
along the River Stour and to de-culvert the 
waterway. 

Pathways would be created and nature 
conservation work carried out, with homes 
built within the river corridor north of the 
town. It also includes plans for entertain¬ 
ment and leisure facilities on Canal Street. 

Measures will be introduced to make the 
town centre more attractive. 

Dudley Council has drawn up the Stour¬ 
bridge Area Action Plan for developments 
and investment in the town up to 2026. 

The document was approved for publica¬ 
tion by Dudley Council in March but had to 
be revised after new planning guidelines 
were released by the government. 

The Cabinet were due to approve the new 
version of the plan last week and it will then 
go out to a six-week consultation to start on 
October 1. 

Once this has been completed on Novem¬ 
ber 12 the document will be submitted to the 
Planning Inspectorate in early 2013 and will 
be subject to public scrutiny in the summer. 
If approved, the plan would then be adopted 
in winter 2013. In a report to the Cabinet, 
director of urban environment John Millar 
said: “The plan will set the detailed frame¬ 
work for the development.”

The station will also see the 
neighbouring Haden Hill Leisure 
Centre gain car parking space. 

Some residents looking at the 
plans welcomed the scheme while 
others still hold concerns. 

Roger King, aged 60, from nearby 
Beauty Bank, said: “We are worried 
about the noise.”

Otympics give boost to 
UK employment, claim 


THE Olympics is thought to have 
helped drive a further fall in UK 
unemployment after another leap 
in the number of people in work, 
official figures claim. 

But there was a rise in the number of 
people claiming jobseeker’s allowance in 
Dudley. Nationally, the jobless total fell by 
7,000 in the quarter to July to 2.59 million, 
an unemployment rate of 8.1 per cent. The 
Office for National Statistics said the 
number claiming jobseekers allowance last 
month was 1.57 million, down by 15,000 on 
July. This represents the largest monthly 
fall since June 2010. 

The difference in unemployment 
numbers and claimant count arises as not 
everyone who is unemployed is entitled to 
claim benefit. 

London accounted for 5,500 of the fall in 
the so-called claimant count, suggesting a 
jobs boost from the London Games. 

Across the West Midlands the numbers 
claiming jobseeker’s allowance rose last 
month by 1,376 to 164,666. 

The number claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance in the Dudley borough rose by 100 
in August to 10,316 or 5.4 per cent of the 
working population. The Wyre Forest 
however saw a fall of one to 2,246 or 3.7 per 
cent. 

Nationally, other figures revealed the 
number of part-time workers increased by 
134,000 to reach 8.12m - the highest since 
records began in 1992. 

The number of Britons working part-time 
because they could not find a full-time job 
also hit a record high of 1.42m.

Town built on sausages and steel 


THE “pedigree” for a genuine Brierley Hill 
person used to be that their dad worked 
down the steelworks, while their mum was 
making sausages. 

That’s according to 
veteran Black Country 
author and historian Ned 
Williams, who lives in 
Wolverhampton. 

Ned and fellow 
members of the Mount 
Pleasant Local History 
Group, Quarry Bank have 
now produced a book 
called Brierley Hill at 
Work, featuring more than 
200 photographs of the old 
industries that provided 
the bread and butter of 
most people in the town. 

Many of them are of 
workers at Round Oak 
Steelworks, which 

sprawled across the area 
now occupied by the giant 
Merry Hill shopping 
Author Ned Williams centre and employed more

than 4,000, and sausage making factory Marsh & Baxter, 
where more than 1,000 were employed. 

Other companies included in the 128-page paperback 
book include Richard Thomas and Baldwin, the steel 
processor, which was in Brockmoor and provided jobs for 
nearly 1,000 people. 

Brierley Hill Market traders also star in the book, along 
with shopkeepers, local police, fire and transport staff. 

Vanished 

“As we worked on the book it became more and more 
obvious that Brierley Hill is one of those places almost 
totally defined by the work that used to go on there - even 
though many of those industries have vanished,” said Ned, 
aged 68, a tutor organiser for Wolverhampton’s Workers 
Educational Association. 

“The town is still associated with Round Oak Steelworks 
and Marsh & Baxter - and a proper Brierley Hill pedigree 
had dad down the steelworks and mum making sausages, 
with a few examples of gender reversal. 

“Of all the towns I’ve looked at, I have never found one 
more obsessed with the work it used to do.” 

He added: “If you look at Brierley Hill now, I would say 
it is dominated by retailing - but the market traders are 
still there, some of whom have been on their stalls for 50 
years, to give an idea of the heritage and tradition passed 


on.” The book’s cover features a photograph of men 
working on a locomotive as part of the railway system that 
used to carry raw materials and steel around the old Round 
Oak works, which closed in 1980 after around 140 years of 
metal bashing in the town. 

Ned said the history group members had been keen to 
show some of the support work that used to go on in the 
main industries of Brierley Hill - so the Round Oak photo¬ 
graphs highlight the jobs of chemists, draftsmen and engi¬ 
neers as well as those sweating it out by the furnaces. 

Marsh & Baxter, which was between North Street and 
Church Street and had an underground tunnel where the 
pigs used to walk to be slaughtered, started in the town in 
1871 and sold out to FMC - the Fatstock Meat Corporation 
- in the 1960s. 

Photographs from the old sausage factory show workers 
ranging from the slaughtermen to girls dressed in crisp 
white uniforms making pies and sausages. 

Brierley Hill at Work has been published as part of the 
Britain in Old Photographs series produced by The History 
Press. 

It is the Mount Pleasant Local History Group’s third 
book about Brierley Hill and Ned’s 48th about the Black 
Country. 

The volume was released at a book launch recently at 
Bank Street Methodist Church, Bank Street, Brierley Hill. 

The book, priced at £12.99 is available at shops including 
WH Smith and Water stones, Merry Hill.

Pick of the Week 


Nigella returns to dish 
up another tasty treat 


S he’s been off our screens for 
a while now, but it’s probably 
fair to say that Nigella Lawson 
has inspired a whole new 
generation of eager cooks - 
whether they would be mostly of 
the male variety because of her, 
shall we say, descriptive methods 
of demonstration is purely 
speculation - but however she’s 
done it, the Beeb’s number one 
food lady is a wealth of knowledge 
when it comes to all things tasty. 

Through her endless well- 
thought-out telly offerings and a 
number of recipe books over the 
years, Nigella has given us reason 
to stop cowering behind our 
cheesecake when meal-time 
conversation inevitably turns to who 
will be the next poor soul to host 
festivities. 

This time around, in Nigellissima 
(Monday, BBC2,8.30pm), the 
cook is presenting a guide to Italian 
cuisine, keen to demonstrate how 
traditional and exciting meals 
needn’t be a chore to knock up, and 
can actually use ingredients that 


are widely available in most 
supermarkets. It seems like we’re 
fast running out of excuses for 
slobbing out on the sofa and 
ordering takeaways. 

The kitchen set in which she will 
be working her magic has been 
purposely built and modelled 
entirely on her own kitchen at 
home, so she’s bound to be a dab- 
hand, right? Not that that was ever 
in doubt. 

She recently explained, on her 
website blog, the reasons for 
building a replica kitchen for the 
programme, rather than simply 
using her own; “I love my new 
kitchen and would have loved to 
film in it. But with one child doing 
GCSEs, another AS exams and yet 
another A-levels, it would not have 
been a good idea - or even 
possible. So we built a copy of my 
kitchen on set and it feels just like 
home.” 

That’s just as well because Nigella 
prides herself on her home-cooking 
being suitable for bringing together 
even the busiest of families. 


But what has inspired her to 
choose Italian food to base this 
latest series around? This isn’t 
Nigella’s first taste of the country, 
as she explains: “When I went to 
live in Italy when young, I said I’d 
do anything but clean lavatories; as 
a chambermaid in Florence, that is 
what I ended up doing! But I also 
learned about real Italian food, and 
by the time I’d left I had found my 
spiritual and gastronomic home. 

“I wanted to make a series of my 
sort of Italian food, inspired by the 
ethos and the ingredients, but fused 
with the way we live our lives, here, 
in the UK. I care about ease and 
accessibility, but I care most about 
passion and taste - and it is these 
crucial Italian factors I want to bring 
to the table and the television!” 

And first up on the menu is 
Sicilian pasta with tomatoes, garlic 
and almonds, a family feast of 
tagliata and Tuscan fries, and a 
fiery egg dish designed for late- 
night parties... so good we can 
almost taste it.

Hybrid proves a no-fuss option 



i] 


want to feel as green as it is possible to feel 
behind the wheel, there’s not much that 
can top the sensation of humming 
along in virtual silence as an elec¬ 
tric motor delivers your forward 
motion. 

Toyota has spent more than a 
decade refining and 
improving its hybrid 
drive system and 
at the same time 
has spread it 
over an increas¬ 
ing range of 
models. 

Now it is 
offering the 
still-fresh 
Yaris super¬ 
mini in hybrid 
form for the 
first time. 

It’s hard to 
spot that 
dual-power 
Yaris from its 
conventionally 
powered cousins. Toyota 
hybrid geeks will notice 
the blue-tinted badge 


at the front and a discreet ‘Hybrid Synergy Drive’ applique 
at the rear, but the biggest change is arguably the most ben¬ 
eficial. 

Due to the extra cooling demands of the hybrid system, 
there is a substantially larger grille at the front and the 
bumper has been restyled to accommodate it. It gives the 
Yaris Hybrid a bit more presence than the standard car and 
is all the better for it. 

Mechanically, though, there are no great surprises in 
store, just a few small detail tweaks to the hybrid recipe. 

The Yaris Hybrid uses essentially the same set up as the 
Auris Hybrid but with the four-cylinder petrol engine 
downsized to a more suitable 1.5-litres. 

Unchanged 

Sandwiched into the Yaris’s underbody is the petrol 
engine, inverter, electric motor and battery pack - but even 
more impressive than that, cabin space is unchanged over 
the standard car. 

Slotting all this tech into the diminutive Yaris inevitably 
means an impressive set of stats. 

The headline figures of 80.7mpg combined and 79g/km 
are spectacularly low, on a par with the best eco-diesel 
superminis and significantly better than any rival petrol- 
powered car. 

It also has a significant advantage over conventionally 
powered rivals in that it can operate in all-electric mode. 

There’s very little to distinguish the Yaris Hybrid from its 
siblings once you’ve climbed inside. 

The cabin is identical apart from a slightly different 
instrument display to keep you updated on the actions of 
the powertrain. It might not be the most exciting interior 


but it is obviously well built, with sizeable buttons and clear 
displays. Start it up and drive away with the car in Eco mode 
and whenever possible the Yaris will accelerate smoothly 
and silently away solely on electric power. 

That doesn’t necessarily mean slowly either, as you need 
a strong prod of the accelerator to get it to jump into petrol 
power. That’s a real boon in the city as you can stay electric 
below 31mph but still keep in the swim of traffic. 

When the 1.5-litre petrol engine does kick in, it does so 
without any huge fuss, and unless you have the right pedal 
pinned to the carpet, there’s very little in the way of noise. 

The system drives through a CVT gearbox for maximum 
efficiency, although the flip side to this is a steady hum from 
the engine when full acceleration is called for - but that 
shouldn’t be very often in a car this frugal. 

When driven with care and restraint, the Yaris Hybrid is 
in its element, and keeping a close eye on the system status 
in the instrument cluster promotes a thrifty driving style. 

Do so and your reward is not only low fuel consumption 
but also low noise as the petrol engine falls silent when not 
needed. Adding to the relaxing experience is the fact that 
the suspension does a good job of soaking up bumps, and 
while it’s no limousine, the Yaris Hybrid is a relaxed drive. 

The flipside is that the Yaris is not as much fun as some 
of its keen rivals and anyone looking for an eco-supermini 
with a sporty flavour is looking in the wrong place. 

However, the Yaris Hybrid is very good at what it is 
designed to do; provide a fuss-free, highly economical drive 
with the potential for all-electric running and do so while 
offering a good specification and the solid Toyota reputa¬ 
tion.
